Tie “swan song Of the .confederacy,’’ the 
last review of the confederate veterans by the 
mau who was their chief, was a grand success, 
and the men who follow ed through the for- 
tuncs of war the stars and bars were here in 
force to do honor to that former chieftain. The 
weather was decidedly unpropitious, but here, 
; in Atlanta last week, the rain and 
the mud did not materially  ef- 
fect the demonstration. There was & 
ereat deal of confusion this morning, and for 
3 long time it was impossible to learn just 
what the programme for the day would be. 
It was at first intended that the review by Mr. 
Davis should take place atthe fair grounds at 
noon* but as the rain continued to fall and the 


wind kept blowing at a rapid rate 
throngh «the whiskers of the bearded 
yetcrans who thronged the streets, 


the friends of Mr. Davis advised against the 
exposure Which would result from adrive to 
the fair grounds and open air exercises. Then 
it was announced that the review would be 
postponed until tomorrow. This caused a 
Low] of disappointment. Many of the visitors 
came here with the expectation of returning 
to their homes tonight, and they would not 
listen to any proposition of postponement.

SOUVENIRS FROM THE YOUNG MEN. 

Early this morning there was a rather ef- 
fecting scene at the Johnston residence. The 
young men who had charge of the demousira- 
tion of the Young Men Veterans’ association 
had determined to present to the distin- 
guished guests some sort of souvenirs of the 
occasion, and to that end had prepared some 
beautiful badges. At about 10:30 Messrs. 
Joe Blount, Clande Estes, A. R. Freeman, 

WC. Sherrill, J. T. Ross, L. C. Gugel, Sol 
Hoge, Ab Jones and W. <A. Johnson, repre- 
senting the committee of twenty-five whieh 
has had charge of the arrangements for the 
demonstration, marched up to the beautiful 
residence which is Mr. Davis’s Macon home. 
Mr. Davis, in response to the calis, appeared 
upon the veranda, surrounded by the mem bers 
of his family. Mr. Joe Blount, chairman of 
the executive committee, stepped forward, 
and in a very pretty and appropriate speech 
tendered to Mr. Davis one of the badges. 
| Mr. Blount said: 

Mr. Davis, we, your children, are glad to salute 
ng the motives which actuated

you. We, respect 

our sires, revere you asthe exemplar of that cause. 

We, furthermore, desire to present to you some 

tangible token of our esteem, and to that end we 

oler you this badge. We assure you we are loyai to 
memories of our fathers. 

‘Tcars started to Mr. Davis’s eyes as he re- 

ccived this tribute of affection and in a voice 
full of emotion he thanked the young men for 
their gift. He said: 
My young countrymen: Words cannot express 
my eratitude. Iam proud to know that you hold 
in reverence’the memory and principles of your 
fathers. Jam gtad of the fact that we are still a 
frce people, and I assure you this token will be ever 
be cherished by me. 

The badge consisted of two broad pieces of 
ribbon with Georgia state flags pendant from 
the rosette. The top ribbon was a white one, and 
was one of the badges worn by the executive 
committee of the association, with the excep- 
tion that it bore Mr. Davis’s name. Tie sec- 
ond ribbon was @ gray one, and bore, in gold 
iciters, the following legend: 

MR. DAVIB. 

While the survivors of the confederacy do honor 
to their chicfta'n, we, their sous, remeimbering your 
faithfulness to and sttfferings for them, join our 
Learts with theirs in gratitude, and together pledge 
ou eternal love. Our prayer is tat God, who has 
ver been just, mey still care for you and, when the 
end comes, crown you with glory that uever fides 
i & cause that never dies.

Miss Davis replied that she was much grati- 
fied at the Kindly manifestations shown her 
father and herself, and said that she would 
ever cherish the token as a reminder of one of 
the happiest days of her life. 

Captain J. L. Hardeman, Jr., of the Floyd 
Rifles, then stepped forward and presented to 
Miss Davis another badge, this time as a token 
af love from the Floyd Rifles. This badge was 
a very pretty one-—a combination of the Young 
Men's Vetcrans’ badge and that of the military 
company. The ribbon of the Rifles contained 
® list of the various battles in which this 
famous company participated. The two rib- 
bons were joined by a pretty silver canteen. 

There is.a pretty story connected with this 
badge. When, in 1861, the Floyd Rifles left 
for the scene of the conflict, the company was 
commended by Captain Tom Hardeman, 
father of the present commandant. The first 
confederate flag made in Georgia was made by 
Mrs. Hardenian, the present captain’s mother, 
andtiis éstimable lady also painted the beau- 
tiful badge which the Rifles, through her son, 
presented to Miss Davis today. 

Short speeches were made at the house by 
Governor Gordon, Senater Colquitt and ex- 
Governor Watts, the famous war governor of 
Alabama. The young men were introduced 
to the distinguished people, and after music by 
the band they had taken with them, returned 
to the city. 

The Floyd Rifles had had made a badge 
similar to that they presented to Miss Davis, 
and lad expected to present it to Mrs. Hays, 
but by some misunderstanding it had been left 
behind. Laterin the day Mr. Charles Ross 
delivered the badge to Mrs, Hays without any 
formality. John Clark, of Augusta, presented 
Miss Winnie with a beautiful badge on behalf 
of Mrs. N. N. Butler, of Augusta. The badge 
is of heavy white silk, and bears the inscrip- 
tion: ‘“‘To Miss Winnie Davis,”’ the mono- 
gram ‘OC, 8.” and the three flags of the con- 
federacy. The first fag adopted with its thir- 
teen stars, the battle flag with its southern 
cross with eleven stars upon the blue field. 
The badge is beautifally printed. 

From the time of the return of the young 
men from Hillcrest, the streets began to as- 
sume a decidedly lively appearance.

It was 
nearly two o’clock when the procession moved, 
There was no band tin’ line, but the hearty 
yells and cheers, first from the yeterans then 
from the spectators, who lined the sidewalks, 
furnished the sweetest of antiphonal music. 
A courier was seut ahead to inform Captain 
Johnston of the appreach of the column. A 
heavy and comfortable arm-chair had been 
placed upon the veranda, and as the head of 
the procession was seen rounding the foot of 
the hill, Mr. Davis, leaning upon the arm of Cap- 
tain Johnston, and surrounded by Mrs. Davis, 
Mrs. Hays, Miss Davis and Mrs. Johnson ap 
peared. Mr. Davis sat in the chair with the 
ladies on either side. His appearance was the 
signal for ioud cheering, and the crowds at the 
foot of the hill, disregarding the admonitions 
of the two policemen who were supposed to 
keep the crowds back, clambered over the 
fence-and charged up the hill.

Everybody wanted 
to grasp the hand of both. One enthusiast, 
who could not get to them, reached over the 
heads of his fellows, and -placed the head of 
his cane in Mr. Davis’ hand. He grasped it, 
and so did Miss Minnie. As the owner got it 
back, he kissed the head lovingly, and left 
happy. | 

The happiest man in the lot was the one 
who escorted Mis. Davis from the crush into 
the house. While dilating upon his good luck 
he said, ‘‘Why it was the biggest compliment 
ever paid me. I would not have missed it for 
a million dollars.’’ 

Mr. Davis stood the crush and the subse- 
quent ride very well, indeed, and don’t seem 
much fatigued. 

Then it looked as if the crowd, in its mad en- 
thusiasm, would tear Mr. Davis from the 


veranda, which was itself so 
crowded that it was almost 
impossible for those upon it to move.

GENERAL JACKSON'S SPEECH. 
n General Henry B. Jackson was in- 
troduced he said: 

Confederate Veterans: To flinstrate the public vir- 
tue of the Romans, which exalted a town into a na- 
tion to the end of the pacen universe, Napoleon ITI 
made mention, among others, of the fact that in- 
stantly, upon thé close of the civil war. amnesty, 
unqualified was proclaimed for all. No triumph was 
decreed to the vietor or leader in such a strife, but 
all Htiome went; into movraing for the gallant 
de id of bo:h sides. Ever, hereafter, with patriotic 
delight, may we invoke the scenes of this day to il- 
lustrate the startling truth that there is in Ameri- 
can life au imperial power more aTective for practi- 


cal ends than the lofty virtue of Roman 
people «in the grandest epoch of Roman 
history. Where else upon earth 


today are similar seenes possible? Not in Hungary, 
where Kossuth lives; not in Poland, where Koseins- 
ko fell, not in Ireland, though the empire ring 
with.the mighty music of Gladstone’s eloquence; 
not in the tearful land where Emmett suffered; for 
today there stands upon the soil of Georgia the dis- 
tingu'shed Mississippian who, within the life of the 
present generation, was the so-called ‘‘traitor,’’ the 
leader of a so-called lost cause. We, confederate 
veterans, relies of the armics which fought for that 
cause, are here to meet liim, to move before him, in 
the pride or pomp of not Roman triumph, it is true, 
but bending our. necks to no Roman yoke of 
subjugation. By invitation of the state of Georgia, 
speaking through her duly empowered officials, all 
have come to behold the majestic Truth reveal- 
ing itsel!~state sovereignty is not dead.

During the greater part of the day he 
has carried a portion of a collard on_his pike, 
and has spent most of his time telling tlie 
story of the pike and the collards. 

When the Jackson artillery brought out 
their old battle tlag the crowd received it with 
the wildest cheers. Mr. Davis clasped itin his 
arms, and the tears trickled down his furrowed 
cheeks. Miss Winnie asked to be allowed to 
keep a piece as a memento, and she tore a big 
scrap from itto keep as a memorial of this 
great occasion. “_8

Trying to Break the “Corner.”

THE WOOL INDUSTRY. 
Report of the Chief of the Bureau of Stas 
tistics. | 


WASHINGTON, October 26.—The printed ree 
port of Colonel! W. F. Switzer, chief of the 
bureau of statistics on wool and manufactures 
of wool, is now ready for. distribution, and is 
considered by the bureau to be one of the most 
valuable documents it has ever put forth. The 
report shows that the number A sheep in the 
United States rose from 19,000,000 in 1840 to 
51,000,000 in 1884, but declined to 45,000,000 in 
1887. This marked decline occurred ma 
in the southern and western states, notably in 
Texas, and is attributed, in a great part, to 
the decline in the price of wool since 1884, 
The valve of our woolen product of 1850 was 
$25,000,000 in round numbers, and of ont im- 
ports $1,000,000, both together being aboug 
one dollar and ninety-five cents per capita of 
our population. 

In 1860 $39,000,000 in value were produced 
and $45,000,000 imported, together being about 
two dollars and sixty-one cents per ca fie. ; 

In 1870 the product reached one hedeel and 
ten million dollars, and the importations thir 
ty-five millions, being three dollars aud seveme 
ty-eight cents per capita. In 1880 the produet 
had grown to one hundred and sixty-four mik 


millions, being three dollars and ninety-one 
cents per capita. Thus, while our product of ©

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DON JUAN CORTINA. 
The Ex-Terror of the Rio Grande 
Released from Prison. 


DEEDS OF THE NOTORIOUS DESPERADO 


A Career of Crime Unparaticled in This 
Country—His Release Excites 
Apprehension. 


From the St. Louis Republican, 
Brownvin.r, Texas, October 7.—A dozen 
ago the name of Juan Cortina was 
familiar to American newspaper readers. He 
has just been released from jail after twelve 
years confinement. He was the terror of the 
Rio Grande. He defied the United States army, 
the Texas rangers, the customhouse guards on 
both sides of the river, and the sheriffs both in 
Texas and Mexico. In Texas he claimed to 
be a Mexican, and in Tamaulipas he claimed 
to be an American. 

Cortina was by profession a bandit and rob- 
ber, but he devoted a good deal of spare time 
to working up revolutions in Mexico, practic 
ing piracy at Padre Island and Point Isabel, 
making love to the pretty girls in the vicinity 
of Brownsville and Matamoras, getting up

in the union interest on the Rio Grande when 
not otherwise employed. 

Anything likea record of Cortina’s deeds 
onthe Rio Grande border from 1855 to 1876 
would filla volume. He is a native of Texas, 
though while he was in full operation it was 
generally believed that he was a Mexican. He 
was born about twenty miles from this town, 
and his parents were very respectable Mexi- 
can people. His mother died only a few years 
ago. Cortina wasa hard citizen from a very 
early age. It isstated that he was only four- 
teen vears old when he hacked a first cousin to 
death with a pocket-knife because the cousin 
refused to swap horses with him. Another 
cousin and elder brother of the victim threat- 
ened vengeance and Cortina fled to Reynosa, 
in Tamaulipas, tothe house of his mother’s 

“pisteér. He was not long there when he 
QUARRELED WYITH HIS UNCLE, 

shot him, and again crossed the river to Texas. 
He went direct to his father’s ranch, but be- 
fore reaching there he encountered his cousin, 
the brother of his first victim. He killed him, 
and led his horse to his father’s door. A 
brother to Cortina’s mother was a priest, and 
administered to a little flock at Carrisitas. The 
priest happened to be visiting his sister, Mrs. 
Cortina, when the youthful desperado arrived 
athishome. The reverend uncle joined with 
the Jad’s father and mother in reprimanding 
him. He wouldn’t accept the lecture, but in- 
Stead abused his parents, and struck the priest 
with his riding whip. To the Mexicans 
of those days-—in fact, to the rural 
Mexicans still—the person of a priest is 
sacred. So when Juan Cortina assaulted a 
priest, not only the neighbors, but his own 

arents gave him up as lost. No doubt Cortina 

imselif, possessed of the superstitions of his 
race, also felt that he was beyond redemption, 
and proceeded to plunge from one excess to an- 
other, from robbery to outrage, from arson to 
murder. Cortina was impulsive, brilliant, 
dashing, fearless and cruel. He was a handsome 
man-and arrayed himself magnificently. He 
adopted the Mexican style of dress. He usually 
wore a short, dark-blue jacket, with yellow lin- 
ing and $20 gold pieces for buttons. His 
trousers were open atthe side and decorated 
with gold and silver ornaments, and his spread- 
ing sombrero was the envy of every young 
man in the neighborhood. He was a pictur- 
esque character as he rode into town at the 
head of a couple of dozen of his desperadoes, 
mounted on the best horses the country could 
provide. It is hardly necessary to state that a 
couple of pistols, a saber and a couple of large 

KNIVES WERE PARTS OF HIS DRESS. 
When he entered a town it was the ambition 
of the store keepers to lock and bar their doors 
and windows. Houses were constructed for 
the purpose of resisting his attacks. He was 
as relentiess as he was .cruel and audacious. 
In 1562 at Comosellaime, a little hamlet in Hi- 
dalgo county, Texas, he made an attack ona 
store kept by a brother of the then governor of 
Tamaulipas, Mexico. The store keeper and 
his family resisted the bandit. The house was 
substantial, and as Cortina had no artillery, a 
success{ul resistance was made. Cortina re- 
mained in the town for three days, and during 
that time the family of the store keeper 
were besieged without water. Toward the 
evening of the third day a little girl of the 
town was passing the store and the wife of the 
storekeeper hailed her through a barred win- 
dow and asked her to steal up to the back door 
with a pitcher of water. The little girl obeyed, 
but just as she passed the water to the be- 
sieged family one of Cortina’s followers saw 
her and reported the incident to his chief. 
Cortina, in a rage, followed the girl, and liter- 
ally severed her head from her body with one 
_ blow of his sabre. He then went to the home 
of the child’s parents, killed her 
father, abused her mother and made 
captive an elder sister, whom 
he presented to the faithful follower who in- 
formed him of the child’s action in conveying 
the water to the besieged family. He then 
vacated the town, and made a Ses line for 
Tejon in Tamaulipas, the residence of the gov- 
ernor of the state. The governor was absent 
at the seat of government, and the bandit 
made prisoner his wife and four children, one 
of the iatter being a sixteen-year-old girl, He 
took his captives across the river, and estab- 
lished headquarters at San Kamon, in Starr 
county, Texas, from which place he senta 
message to the | 
_ GOVERNOR OF TAMAULIPAS 
that his family were held fur ransom, and that 
for the sum of $10,000 they would be delivered 
to him safe and sound, otherwise the governor 
knew the rest; and he put up the money. In 
the meantime Cortina took a iiking to the 
oldest girl, and when the governor and two 
friends met Cortina on the Rio Grande, one to 
receive 10,000 Mexican dollars and the other to 
receive his family, Cortina, after the exchange 
Was completed, recaptured the young girl and 
aefused to giveher up. Strange as it ma 
seem, the gir) was quite willing to remain with 
Cortina. She had fallen in love with: his dash- 
ing ways, perennial smiles and waving black 
mustacho, She abandoned parents and fami] 
willingly, and rode off with the bandit and his 
followers. She soon grew sorry. Within six 
Cortina of and 


It will no doubt be a matter of interest to the 
reader to learn what he did with his money. He 
LEVIED TRIBUTE 
in two countries, won ransoms, and stole sev- 
eral thousand head of cattle and horses yearly. 
He was an inyeterate gambler, and threw 
money away as recklessly as he killed and 
plundered. Two years or so after he released 
Creswell the latter was in San Antonio one 
night and wandered into one of the gorgeous 
gambling helis that decorated that town even 
at that early day. Seeing an immense crowd 
around a gambling table he asked what of in- 
terest was going on. He was informed that a 
Mexican don, the proprietor of several gold 
mines and valuable haciendas, was bucking a 
faro; that he had already lost $15,000, and 
stood a good chance of-losing as much more, 
as the game was ‘“‘braced’”’ for his special 
benefit, he having burst the bank at 
a previous encounter, about ten months 
before. Creswell, with curiosity similar to 
the others, moved up toward the gambling ta- 
ble and edged his way through the crowd. 
Soon he managed to get right behind the play- 
ers. He had just lost a 31,000 bet and said 
“Caraja,’’ when Creswell startled at the voice 
and moved sideways to get a good look at the 
player’s face: as he did so he leaned against the 
player and the latter turned sharply around. 
When he saw Creswell he jumped to his feet, 
uttered an oath, and whipping out a long knife, 
madea plunge through the crowd. It was 
Juan Cortina, and Creswell was too excited to 
utter a word until he had cleared the building. 
The alarm was given immediately, of course, 
but Cortina was on the back of one of the fleet- 
est horses in southwestern Texas and heading 
for one of his strongholds before pursuit could 

be organized. 

On another occasion he made a trip to Gal- 
yveston, and painted the town red for a few 
days. He passed himself off as an officer in 
Maxinilian’s army and cut a big swell. He 
was loaded with money and jewels, and his 
dress was both elegant and gaudy. He fell in 
with some United States army officers, who 
were at the time stationed in the town, and had 
a big blow ont with them. One night while 
the officers were showing him the elephant 
they happened into a notorious house 
of ill-fame. They danced and _ sang 
for half an hour or so, when suddenly 
an inmate of the house, who had kept in 
the background heretofore. rushed forward and 
plunged a knife into Cortina’s arm. She aimed 
for his heart, but missed because of being un- 
duly excited. He knocked her down, swore 
for a minute or so in Spanish and English, and 
immediately and secretly left town. As soon 
as the girl recovered from her swoon she told a 
story. She was a Mexican girl, the daughter 
of rich and respectable parents, and was cap- 
tured by Cortina about four years before, while 
he wason one of his raids in Tamaulipas. 
After keeping her himself and subjecting her 
to all kinds of abuses for six months, he

toa New Orleans gambler at Matamoras. The 
gambler brought her to Galveston and desert- 
ed her, and she found her way to a bagnio. 
She is still living in Galveston, but hasled a 
respectable life for the past twenty years. 

Cortina frequently made extursions to San 
Antonio, Austin, Galveston, Houston and 
New Orleans, and on such occasions .spent 
money as fast as he could deal it out. He was 
always and everywhere a fighter. He would 
get into biawlsas readily anc|with as slight 
provocation at San Antonio or Galveston as on 
the banks of the Rio Grande. He never got 
drunk enough, however, when away from his 
natural haunts to betray his identity. 

It was Cortina who first established cattle- 
stealing and smuggling on the Rio Grande on 
a grand scale. He built his own corrals on each 
side of the river, and kept a couple of schooners 
plying between New Orleans and Brownsville 
and Galveston and the mouth of the Neuces 
almost in constant employment. He was the 
terror of the people on both sides of the river. 
He killed so recklessly that no one cared to 
contest his sway, and many strong men against 
whom there was a suspicion he had a grudge, 
suddenly left the country rather than run the 
chance of an encounter with him. 

This kind of thing continued until] 1876 
Mexico complained of him to the. United 
States, and the United States complained of 
him to Mexico. One nation asserted that he 
was a citizen of the other. Finally, when 
Diaz succeeded in driving Lerdo de Te Jeda 
out of Mexico and installing himself in the 
executive oifice of the nation, he thought it. 
would be a good stroke of policy to capture 
Cortina. The United States had not yet 
recognized Diaz as the legitimate president 
of Mexico, and our Minister Foster 
intimated to him thatthe Washington author- 
ities would consider it a graceful actif Corti- 
na was subdued. Dias took the hint and seta 
trap for Cortina. Within a month he was ar- 
rested and confined in the military prison of 
Tialteloico Santiago. Grant was president 


and he recognized the action of Diaz as one of - 


courtesy and friendliness, and s00n afterward 
our government recognized the government of 
Diaz aslegitimate. This was the beginning of 
afriendship between Diaz and Grant that 
lasted while the latter lived. 

Cortina was never tried. Although there 
were innumerable charges of murder, piracy, 
robbery, arson, assault, and outrage against 
him, he was never formally accused. The 
then carpet-bag government of Texas had 
neither power at home nor respect abroad. 
Texas never demanded Cortina of the Mexican 
government, and under the happy-go-lucky 
despotism prevailing in Mexico a man can be 
kept in jail for a lifetime without 
being confronted with his accusers or 
brought to trial. The fact is many 
prominent men both in Texas and Mexico 
were in no way anxious that Cortina should 
be brought to trial. They would be very well 
pleased to hear of him being summarily shot, 
starved to death, or dying a natural death, but 
anything like an inquiry into his actions and 
methods they were anxious to prevent. It is 
very generally believed that some of the rich- 
est bankers and merchants in Monterey, Sal- 
tillo, Matamoras, Brownsville, Galveston and 
New Orleans had dealings with Cortina that 
would not stand the light of publicity. Some 
ofthe biggest fortunes in northern Mexico 
were made out of smuggling operations, and 
much of this was done through Cortina when 
he was in his prime. <A few days ago, like a

President Diaz had pardoned Cortina, and 
that the now aged bandit was heading for his 
old home on the Rio Grande. He had been 
in prison more than twelve years. He is now 
about 60 years old, and there is not a member 
of his old gang on the Rio Grande.

is long confinement, and that he has no am- 
bition to resume work at his old trade. It is

The result of this is already apparent. 
Tue ConstiruTion is daily in receipt of 
letters of inquiry from the north and west 
asking for information about Atlanta. The 
writers want tocome here for all sorts of 
purposes, from establishing a chicken farm 
or vegetable patch to building a factory. It 
is manifestly impossible for any private firm 
or individual to take proper cognizance of 
this correspondence, and collect and trans- 
mit the information it seeks. If the corre- 
spondence is not properly and promptly 
cared for, the home-seeker writes elsewhere 
and drops Atlanta. 

In most of the southern cities now seek- 
ing and getting the tide of immigration and

interested in caring for just such letters. 
In Atlanta there is no such corporation. 
The city itself must do the work, or the 
public spirited citizens must organize and 
do it, It can perhaps be best done through 
the Manufacturers’ association. It should 
be done through some agency, and that 
agency should be made operative at once. 
Atlanta can by prompt action secure hun- 
@reds of new citizens and scores of new en- 
terprises. If she fails to act promptly she 
tay lose the greater part of the benefit she 
ought to get from the exposition. 
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Rope IsLanp will place itself squarely 
in either the democratic or the republican 
party next month.

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Work for Our Navy.

In southern Mexi- 
co there isa little political upheaval, and 
for the protection of the American residents 
in and around Acapulco three of our men- 
of-war have been ordered to that point. 
The efforts of the British to injure Ameri- 
ean trade in the Sandwich Islands have 
_endered it necessary to send a fleet to 

‘Honolulu. Down about the Samoan 
Islands there is trouble brewing over the 
encroachments of Germany and the conse- 
quent interference with our trade. One of 
our war vessels has therefore been sent to 
Africa for the protection of our interests. 

The flurry in naval circles caused by these 
developments in the Pacific will lead to in- 
teresting speculations upon the efficiency of 
our offensive and defensive equipment on 

-the water in the event of something serious. 

It is gratifying to know that so many of our 
tubs are able to be up and about, but this 
feeling is somewhat discounted by the un- 
Certainty of their future movements. They 
are liable at any time to upset and go to the 
bottom with a dull thud.

A Pectliar People. 

The proposed colonization of all the Dunk- 
ards of the United Statesin the ‘‘Panhan- 
die’ section of Texas is a big thingin its 
way. The colonists will be principally 
drawn from Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois, but some will probably be se- 
cured from North Carolina. 

Originally the Dunkards were a peculiar 
society of. Baptists in Germany. They came 
to this country about fifty years before the 
revolution, and haveadhered steadfastly to 
their faith and primitive methods. In many 
respects they are like other Baptists. Their 
mode of baptism, however, i: a little differ- 
ent. The person to be baptized has to 
kneel and be dipped head foremost. In the 
celebration of the Lord’s supper feet-wash- 
ing and the kiss of love are prominent fea- 
tures. The sick are anointed with oil. 
General redemption is believed in, although 
it is not an article of their faith. The Dunk- 
ards are remarkable for great plainness of 
dress and speech. They will not take an 
oath, fight or go to law, and it is onlyin re- 
cent years that they have consented to re- 
ceive interest in their money transactions, 
Perhaps the entire sect numbers something 
like fifty or sixty thousand souls. 

The honest simplicity of these people is 
worthy of the highest admiration. During 
our late war both governments respected 
their conscientious scruples. The federals 
exempted them from service and the con- 
federates did likewise. A misprint in the 
confederate statute on the subject made it 
appear that “‘drunkards’’ were exempted, 
and there was great rejoicing among certain 
red-nosed citizens, but their satisfaction was 
short-lived. 

During the confederate invasion of Penn- 
sylvania one of our generals, who had im- 
pressed a Dunkard’s horse, gave the man 
two broken down animals as some sort of a 
compensation. The next day the Dunkard 

arried one of the horses along distance to 
the general’s headquarters. He said that he 
had examined the confederate horses and 
had satisfied himself that witha little rest 
they would be as valuable as the animal 
that he had parted with. Feeling that it 
was not right to swap one horse for two un- 
der such circumstances he had decided to 
return one. The surprised general begged 
the old Dunkard to alter his determination 
but couki not prevail upon him to accept 
the advantage growing out of the exchange. 

Texas is to be congratulated upon secur- 
ing a colony composed of such good people, 
and itis perhaps just as well that they 
should live by themselves, fenced off from 
the rest of the world. If they mingled much 
with mankind they would doubtless be 
robbed or cheated out of everything they 
possess.

Civil Strife Among the Cherokees, 

Trouble is brewing in Indian territory 
and fears of a civil outbreak among the 
Cherokees are apprehended. The difficulty 
arises out of the last election for chief of the 
Cherokees, and indirectly, out of a quarrel 
of long standing between the Downing and 
the Nationalist parties, the two principal 
political organizations of the nation. The 
Tahlequah Telephone isthe organ of the 
former and the Cherokee Advocate that of 
the Nationalists, which party is now in pow- 
er. 
their organs have indulged in crimination 
and recrimination, the ‘‘outs’’ charging the 
*‘ins’’ with connivance with the cattle syndi- 
cates for the purpose of betraying the Chero- 
kee Nation. 

In the election for chief of the nation, the 
Nationalists supported Assistant Chief 
Bunch, who is now second in command, 
under Bushyhead. The Downings sup- 
ported a white man named Mays, and the 
first count showed a majority of 145 votes 


for the latter, the candidate of the “‘outs,”’ 


The administration’s organ charged fraud 
and demanded a new count, whereupon the 
Downings charged that tools of the authori- 
ties had stolen enough ballot boxes to throw 
out Mays and elect Bunch. The last issue 
ofthe Tclephone charged Baudinot, the 


editor of the Advocate, with being at the . 


bottom of the scheme and also with having 
mismanaged campaign funds entrusted to 
him, Like a true western editor Baudinot, 
without bandying words, buckled on his 
armor, on hearing of the charges of the ene- 
my, and going to the sanctum of Stone, the 
editor of the Telephone, proceeded immedi- 
ately to dispatch him to the happy hunting 
ground with a bullet through his neck. 

The whole nation isin a state of excite- 
ment,and it is feared that the council, which 
has been summoned to meet, cannot settle 
the trouble. The Downings swear venge- 
ance for Stone’s death, and the pale face of 
the moon, as it rides the horizon of that 
section, is besmattered and dripping with 
gore. 


Trying to Reach the South Pole. 

Our recent explorers have made heroic en- 
deavors to reach the north pole, but they 
have let the south polealone. This was due 
to the fact that the world’s commerce de- 
manded a northwest passage, but the rest- 
less spirit of scientific inquiry has claims of 
its own to be satisfied, and the question of 
Antarctic research is now beginning to come 
prominently to the front. 

A society in Australia now offers to con- 
tribute $25,000 to bear the expenses of an 
expedition to the south pole if the British 
government will donate alike sum. It is 
thought that the proposition will be accept- 
ed,and probably some time next year two 
well equipped vessels will sail on their yoy- 
age of discovery. The open seas beyond 
the ice wall guarding the southern polar 
circle make itcomparatively easy for vessels 
propelled by steam to push their way into 
this unknown region, | 

Possibly the resulis of the exploration 
will add but little to our. stock of useful 
knowledge. It will be something, however, 


to reach one of the poles, and the achieve- 
ment may induce mankind to let the other.

In conversation with D. H. Summers, for- 
merly of Denycr, Colorado, who came out this fall. 
with the first party of miners from Forty Mile Creek, 
we learned that the existence of living mastodons 
near the headwaters of White River was not 
the mefé tabricatiohs of the northern fur- 
riers, but  ~—_—i that the Stick Indians 
had positively told him that not later than 
five years ago such an animal had been seen by 
them. One ofthe Indians said that while hunting 
one day in that unknown section he came across an 
immense track, sunk to a depth of s2veral inches in 
the moss, and from the description os the Indian 


_tnarked it out to him in the sand, it much resembled 


an elephant’s track, and was larger around than a 
barrel. Upon striking it the Indian followed 
up the curious trail, which. to all appear- 
ance, was very .freh, and tracking from 
one immense stride to the other for a distance of 
some miles he came in full view of his game. And 
what game! The hunter gave one jook,then turned 
and fled as though pursued by the evilone. These 
Indians as a Class are the bravest of hunters, and 
with no other weapon than the spear, will attack 
and slay the 8t, Elias grizzly. But the immense 
proportions of this new kind of game both startled 
and filled the hunter, brave as he was, with 
fear, and he imagined his only safety Jay in swift 
and immediate flight, He described it as being 
larger than Harper’s, the post trader’s, store, with 
great shining yellowish tusks and a mouth large 
enough to swallow -him ata single gulp. He said 
the animal was undoubtedly the same as were the 
huge bones scattered over that section. If such an

Among the fur animals may be mentioned the 
bear, the beaver, otter, mink, martin, black, silver- 
gray and other foxes, the Siberian black wolf and 
other animals of less note. Among the food animals 
are the reindeer, which are the most abundant, and 
run in herds from a dozen up to five hundred. Then 
the moose, carribou, sheep, squirrels, grouse and 
quails, The musk ox is also found, but rare, and it 
is more than likely that a few mastodons or mega- 
therium, yet exist. Salmon and other food fishes 
are abundantin the streams.

Tere isabandance of evidence that thé mount 
of wi.@: on the earth’ssurface has been diminishing 
slowly but steadily for thousands of years. And 
some distinguished thinkers haye made bold to 
assert that before the end of the twentieth century 
a railroad from Florida Keys to Cuba, will be among 
the possibilities. No one doubts but what there was 
was s Gme when the Caspian tea connected with 
the Black sea. And that atone time a greater 
part ofthe Sahara desert was covered with water 
conneeting with the Mediiérranean sea. In fact 
geologists tell us that at one period in the earth’s 
history the greater part of the surface was water, 
only here and there mountain p:aks reared 
their. heads above the watery waste. 
If indeed at that remote period mountains had been 
thrown up, all of which is ample proof that there is 
less wateron the carth thanthere was in “her 
younger day.” This diminuation,of our water sup- 
ply is gcing on at this present time at a rapid rate, 
so rapidin fact as to be clearly appreciable. The 
riverg and streams of the United States are visably 
smaller than they were twenty-five or thirty years 
ago. Men forty-five and fifty years of age can plainly 
remepaber streams which, in their boyhood days, 
furnished ample means for fishing and swimming, 
that are now wholly obliterated. Not through 
any act of man, but solely through the 
failure of the springs and the lack of rains 
which once fed them. Richard A. Proctor says that 
the age of the earth is placed by some at 500,009,000 
years, the Duke of Argyll places it at 10,000,000 
years. None place itat less than 10,00),C00. Who 
knowns what processes have been gone through 
with? Newton surmised, although he coulda give no 
reason forit, thatthe earth would at one time be- 
come yerfectly dry. Since then it has been found 
that Newton’s theory was correct and that the earth 
was acitally dryingup. The latest. theory is this: 
As the earth keeps cooling it will become porous, 
and great cavities will be formed in the interior. 
which will take in water. It has been estimated 
that this process is now in progross so far that the 
water diminishes at the 18‘e of a thickness of a 
sheet of writing paper cach year.

I had withme a young ma 
who works in the Fert Worth office, who w 
going over the road on a pass. 

‘Get out, G--d d—n you,’ said one. ‘Get al 
move on you or we'll do you.’ . 

‘We crawled out. My compan’on was search=- 
ed. For some reason—probably hurry—i was 
not. They started to board the empty car, but 
came to the conclusion that it was too dark, 
and ordered me in to light the lamps. Incom< 
ing out I had laid my Colt’s 45-caliber on the 
floor just by the door. I re-entered with one 
of the pair standing immediately behind me... 
As I reached the inside I grasped the pistol, 
straightened up, haif wheeled, jammed it 
against his breast and fired. He fell back with 
a loud groan and his companion blazed away af; 
me. The bullet sung by my ear and buried 
itself in the woodwork near my head. _I an- 
swered but missed him, and he trotted toward 
the engine. 

‘‘He ordered the fireman to come back and 
drag forward the body of his companion, which 
the man tried to do, but failed. e then ore 
dered the locomotive backed to the spot where 
his comrade was lying, which was done. 
heard them talking, and feeling around in the! 
dark found my shotgun. I looked out and saw 
the robber standing near the engine talking to 
the fireman, who was out of sight. The only 
visible parts of the bandit’s: person were thé 
head and shoulders. I drew the gun on him, 
and he sang out to the fireman: 

‘Look out, he’s going to shoot!’ 

**T fired and he sank back and crawled away. 
When found next morning it was seen that 
he had been struck by several buckshot. He 
was able to goonly some thirty yards, when 
death overtook him. The run back to EF 
Paso and the details of the inquest you know. 
I may give you some information, however, 
concerning the men whem I killed. 

‘Their names were Jack Smith and Dan 
Myers, both professional crooks, and Smith an 
especially notorious one.

Other Matters. 


ern Forestry congress met in this city today. 
Delgates are present from Washington City, 
Kentucky, Georgia, Florida and Alabama. 
Among the prominent delegates are Honorable 
A. O. Lane, president of the congress and 
mayor of Birmingham; A. H. Logan, Shelby- 
vile, Ky.; Hon. Sidney Root, treasurer, At- 
lanta, Ga.; Judge A. M. Brown, Elizabeth- 
ton, Ky.; Judge Wyly J. Macy, Mumfords- 
ville, Ky. ; Dr. Carl Mohr, Mobile; Hon. J. M- 
Cullman, Cullman, Ala.; Hon. I. T. White, 
DeFuniak Springs, Fla; Hon. B. E. Fernow, 
Washington, D. C.; and Mrs. Ellen Call Long, 
corresponding secretary, Tallahassee, Flori- 
dia. An address of welcome was delivered by 
Mayor Mastin, of this city. The opening ad- 
dress by President Lane was a most admirable 
paper. The situation of our forest supplies 
and the necessity of action on the part of the 
American people to secure the best method for 
their preservation and the wisest use on the 
part of delegates from the American forestry 
congress. An indorsement was asked to a 
memorial and bill to be introduced before the 
o0th congressof United States providing for 
the administration of timber lands belonging 
to the government. After a clear presentation 
of the matter by Professor Fernow, a resolu- 
tion to the above effect was unanimously 
adopted. 

Treasurer Root read his report, showing the 
proper expenditure of the small sum received 

y donations and the necessity for a larger 
fund. President Lane being called away by a 
8 geen Mr. Sidney Root was called to the 
chair. 

The afternoon session was devoted mainly to 
the business of the congress, taking shape in 
—_ the substance of which was as fol- 

OWS: 

The action of the governors, with whom we 
have appointed an arbor day, was commended 
and those who have not are urgently requested 
to do so; that governors of states are requested 
to embrace in their annual messages recom- 
mendations to their legislatures looking to a 
representation of the states at the forestry con- 
gress conventions, and also that they advise 
such legislation that will;secure the protoction 
and proper utilization of our forests resources.”’ 

A letter was prepared asking President 
Cleveland to call the attention of congress to 
the deficient legislation in regard’to the protec- 
tion ofggovernment timber lands. A resolution 
was adopted asking congress to make an ap- 
propriation inthe interest of the lumber in- 
dustry for the purpose of obtaining proper sta- 
tistics of our merchantable lumber supply. 

Strong and excellent addresses were made 
by Judge Brown, Dr. Mohr, Judge Macy, Pro- 
fessor fernow and others, in explanation and 
support of the various propositions contained 
in the resolutions. From these talks was also 
elicited the gratifying information that inter- 
est wagrapidly growing in all the states in 
favor of the observance of Arbor day, and 
that an intelligent appreciation of important 
forestry work was perceptibly on the increase. 

Interesting letters were read from the goy- 
ernors of almost every state in the union. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: 

President, ex-Governor Bullock,of Georgia; 
vice-president, Judge Brown, of Kentucky; 
second-vice-president, Dr. Carl Mohr, of Mo- 
bile, Ala.; secretary, Mrs. Ellen Call Long, 
Tallahassee, Fla. ; treasurer, ‘Sidney Root of 
Atlanta, Ga.; recording secretary, D. B. 
Grace, Birmingham, Ala. 

The president-elect was empowered to ap- 
point a vice-president: from each state. <A res- 
olution was adopted to empower the president 
and two secretaries to conier with a similar 
committee from the American Forrestry con- 
gress in regard to the unification of the two 
congresses, {next year, at Atlanta, Ga. 
which was appointed as the next place of 
meeting. There will be a public session at 
ten o’clock tomorrow when a number of papers 
from distinguished people will be read and 
Professor Fernow, chief of the foresty divis- 
ion of the department of agriculture, will de- 
liver an address. A letter from Jefferson 
Davis will also be read. Three memorial trees 
will be prosnging one dedicated to President 
Cleveland ,one to Colonel O’Shaughnessay,and 
one to Mavor Mastin.

WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


Proceedings of the Missionary Council of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, 

PHILADELPHIA, October.26.—The missionary 
council of the Protestant Episcopal church re- 
sumed its sessions today and was opened with 
prayer by Right Rev. Bishops Wilmer and 
Coxe, assisted by Rev. Dr. 8. O. Ssymour, of 
Hartford, Conn. The business of the day was 
proceeded with. Tie memorial read by 
BE:v. W. VY. Tennell yesterday relating to 
work among the colored people was reread. 
It declared it was a mistake to suppose 
the colored people would take care of 
themselves, and urged increased work 
among those people, who, it declared, 
had been stimulated and _ anxiously 
expected more care within a short time. It 
spoke of the necessity of securing colored 
young men to take holy orders, as they were 
needed to work among their own race; and it 
also spoke of the necessity of parochial and in- 
dustrial schools in the south and west, and Op- 
nied the rumor that there was any idea of “es- 
tablishing an African Protestant Episcopal 
church. : 

The resolution providing that the commis- 
sion on work among the colored people be in- 
structed to inquire into the character and ef- 
ficiency of theological schools for the education 
of colored people throughout the country was 
adopted. A resolution, providing that the 
council suggest to the commission the consid- 
eration of associating with its members repre- 
sentatives of the colored race, from whom in- 
formation of importance might be obtained 
that could be gleaned from no other source, 
was presented. 
Bishop Williams stated that the only per- 
sons who can be asked to consider that ques- 
tion is the board of managers of the general 
society, which next meets in 1889. The resolu- 
tion was thus referred.

The case of the state ys, D. FB ye a 

teacher in the Summerville free schools, was 

heard by Trial Justice R. J. Limehouse, at the 
town hall here, yesterday morning. The trial 
caused more excitement than anything that 
has occurred here for some time, being one of 
those cases in the result of which every man 

woman and child in the community would be 
interested. The warrant for the arrest of Mr. 

Arthur was issued on a affidavit made by Mr. 

E. B. Fishburne, a Mr. Arthur with 

unlawfully beating an bruising little Willie 

a during school hours on Monday 

ast. . 

Willie, who is only about eleven years of 
age, came into court and testified on behalf of 
the state. He told the story of his ill-treat- 
ment in a ve straightforward manner, 
which was corroborated in every particular by 
several eye-witnesses. Further testimony was 
unnecessary, but nevertheless Willie st pped 
to the waist and exhibited to the court his 
back, which was a mass of welts from the 
back of his neck to his waist. - 

The sight was revolting, and the punishment 
to cause such a result must have been terrible 
indeed. This is not the first complaint made 
against Mr. Arthur, but most probably will be 
the last, as it is reported that he has been re- 
p quested by the board of trustees to resign. 

Mr. F. C. Fishburne, who appeared for the 
prosecution, made a brief but very earnest ap- 
peal to the court on behalf of the state, com- 
menting at length on the brutal manner in 
which the child had been treated. : 

Mr. Arthur, who had waived the right to 
testify in his own behalf for the benefit of the 
reply, followed Mr. Fishburne, and attempted 
to prove that he had only endeavored to make 
the “‘punishment fit the crime.”

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, October 26—The grain markets opened 
easicr today, but provisions started stronger and sold 
at higher prices. Trading in wheat was fairly good 
duriug the earlier part of the session, but later in the 
day the market ruled quiet, There was less busl- 
ness fom the outside than on yesterday, but ina 
general way local operators were fully as bullish -as 
on yesterday, and there was a good deal of talk on 
the part of lengs about holding wheat for an ad 
vanee. All this tended to make a firm tone and an 
upward range in prices, Receipts af 12 primary 
points were’ 616,900 bushe ls. 

Corn was quite active, and prices ruled stronger. 
The activity centered largely in November and May 
deliveries, the former exhibiting the most strength. 
The firmness was due mainly to the free buying of 
November by a prominent local operator, this being 


the chief feature of today’s market. Receipts were 


a trifle under estimates, and anticipated arrivals for 


tomorrow are quite light, and this also ‘assisted the 
firmness tosomeextent. The marketopened ashade 
higher than yesterday’s closing prices, was easy for 
a time, then ruled active and higher under a brisk 
demand, shorts buying quite freely, and prices ad- 
vanced %4c for near fatures and *c for May, reacted 
some, due to realizing, and closed @‘<c higher 
than yesterday’s closing prices, 


Oats were steady in tone, andtrading was moter- 


ate. Near futures were slightly improved, and May 
sold at former prices. Reeecipts were smaller, and a 
further reduction is promised for tomorrow. 


Provisions were ratberstronger, yet operators were 


slow to follow any advance in prices. Reccipts of 
hogs were lighter than generally anticipated, which 
encouraged some hnying of the product for future 
delivery carly inthe day. The fact, however, that 
hogs were-a slow sale at former figures checked 
trading to some extent, especially at the improve- 
ment in prices. During the laiter part ofthe session 
the market wes weaker, and prices settled back 
again and closed rathertame. The steadiness in 
the corn market and fayorable advices from the de- 
pending markets, both domestic and forcign, hada 
strengthening infinence early inthe day. The in- 
quiry on shipping account was fair,and buyers were 
inclined to pay a further improvement for meats for 
midwinter delivery. Sellers, however, were slow to 
mect their views, and trading wasonly moderate.

ATLANTA CAR COMPANY. 


Another Enterprise for Atlanta Which will 
Bring in Much Money. 


There is a movement among some of the 
moneyed men of Atlanta, to erect a large plant 
for building and repairing cars, and manufac- 
turing nuts and bolts of all kinds. The rail- 
read men say this is the best place in America 
for an enterprise of the kind. The mere re- 
pairing of cars is something enormous, and the 
railroads that have shops, have to do so much 
of it for their connections that they are sick of 
it. 

Besides the policy of railroads as to repair- 
ing is changing. Years ago they quit building 
their locomotives. Next they quit building 
their freight cars. Now they find they can 
have them repaired by private corporations 
more cheaply than they can repaw them 
themselves. General Alexander says, the 
railroads have enougli to do to keep their cars 
running, without having to watch a large force 
of workmen for repairs. 

In five years from today, none but the small- 
est railroads will repair their own cars. 

Captain Sage says he is anxious for these car 
works to begin at once, as he has no place here 
to repair his cars. The nearest car works to 
Atlanta is a hundred miles away, and when 
cars this side of there are damaged they have 
to depend upon other railroads to do the work. 
And as each road keeps up force enough —_ 
for its own work, and sometimes not enough 
for that,a damaged ear has..fo wait often 
weeks and months before it can be repaired. 

The net profit on a freight car is two dollars 
-aday. If acarhastoliea month before it 
can be repaired, there is a loss of say sixty dol- 
lars. By sending to a private shop the cost of 
repairing will be no more than if done at the 
railroad shop, and allowing that the repairs 
will take maly three days, there is a gain of 
twenty-seven days’ service for that car, repre- 
senting a profit of fifty-four dollars in favor of 
having the work done at a private shop. 

As to building cars, Atlanta is incomparably 
superior to any other place. The lumbor can 
be delivered here for less than the freight 
from here to some of the northern works that 
are making fine profits building cars. Wrought 
irons and castings are cheaper in Atlanta than 
in Cincinnati. Inquiring as to price of bolts 
to use in building their shops, they find the 
southern shops will lay them down in Atlanta 
for half a cent a pound cheaper than they can 
be delivered on board cars in Cincinnati. 
These proposals are now before us. We pre- 
dict these car works can build cars more 
cheaply than any works in America, and in a 
short while, instead of buying bolts and nuts 
in the north, our friends here will be supply- 
ing the northern markets. The car works and 
nut and bolt works will be under one manage- 
ment. There are no nut and bolt works, as 
such, south of Cincinnati.

A DULL DAY AT THE STATE HOUSE. 


Matters of Note and Interest Which Trans- 
pired About the State and Custom Houses 
~ What the Courts are Doing. 


The dullness that pervaded every depart- 
ment of the statehouse yesterday was almost 
heavy enough to be cut with a knife, and. as 
one of the officials remarked, made him ‘‘so 
lonesome that he could not think.” The 
weather, too, was depressing, gloomy, wet and 
cheerless. 

As to news, of either general or special inter- 
est, there was none, even routine business being 
light in volume and particularly monotonous. 
The same stereotyped answer of “‘nothing new”’ 
everywhere greeted Tux CONSTITUTION man, 
who was industriously searching for an item at 
the headquarters of the state government. 

The Macon fair and the opportunity of see- 
ing Mr. Davis, probably for the last time in 
public, has attracted many of the notable gen- 
tlemen of the statehouse to that city, in fact 
everybody whose duties would permit have 
— to enjoy a day or two at Georgia’s state 
air. 

The governor and adjutant general are ex- 
pected to return to the city today. Of this, 
however, there can be no certainty, as it is 
understood there have been changes in the 
programme of the Macon reception, which 
may cause them to remain another day. The 
absence of so many officials from the state- 
house added not a little to the general air of 
desertion which pervaded every portion of the 
building. 

Then, too, the very recent adjournment of 
the legislature and the absence from the cor- 
ridors of the crowds of legislators and visitors 
which the long session had made familiar 
about the building is noticeable by all the de- 
partment officers, who on yesterday were 
probably in favor of continuous legislatures. 

It was the opinion of theggrominent state- 
house officials, seen yesterday, that the gover- 
nor’s verdict on the convict investigation case 
would be delivered before the executive took 
his departure for Ohio, where he goes to assist 
the democrats in their present campaign. ‘The 
attorney general is also said to have completed 
his investigation of authorities upon this im- 
portant question. 

The reading of bills passed by the last gen- 
eral assembly was the only and somewhat 
monotonous business inthe governor’s office to 


ay. 

The treasury department was virtually out 
of business, no demands being made upon its 
assets, at least none of sufficient amount to 
warrant notice as news. 

In the comptroller’s office there was only one 
item of business mentioned, this being the re- 
turn of the Southern Express company, show- 
ing their gross business for the third quarter of 
the current year to have amounted to $42,- 
116.24, their tax upon the basis of these figures 
amounting to $631.74.

Andy Harris, of Dawson county, also, plead 
guilty to illicit distilling, receiving a jail sen-

the 13th and one for the 15th.”’ 

‘“That’s seven cases,’’ remarked the judge, 
reaching for the Garrett ordinance. 

‘I 
have two against Stroud——”’ 

‘‘Stroud, the ex-policeman, Isaac you mean. 
Oh, I’m sorry. for that,’’ said the judge.

Apopularly known as “‘Rooney’’) Lee, and Cap- 
tain Robert E. Lee, are here. The only other 
immediate members of the family are two 
daughters, who are at present in Europe. 

Ata few minutes before eleven o clock, 
everything being in readiness, the procession 
began to move. At the head of the line, after 
detachments of mounted police, came, the 
chief marshal of the day, General Wade 
‘Hampton, riding side by side with Governo 
Fitzhugh Lee, both superbi mounted. 
Then followed the governor’s staff in brilliant 
uniform and assistant marshals. Next in suc- 
cessive order came the Virginia Confederate 
Veteran camps, Veterans of the Maryland 
line, Volunteer Infantry of Virginia, and North 
Carolina Artillery, and then all various civic 
© izations, embracing the Grand Lodge o 
Virginia Masons; two commanderies of 
Knights Templar; Blue Lodge Masons; 
Druids, Elks, Junior Order of American Me- 
chanics; Odd Fellows, and other societies in 
regalia. The whole made such a display as 
bas never before been seen in Richmond, 
Dense crowds packed the sidewalks along the 
whole route of march, and the enthusiasm of 
the populace was given vent to in almost in- 
cessant cheers to be but increased as some [f«- 
yorite or famed organization passed by. 

The procession was nearly an hour in passing 
a given point, the Richmond fire department 
with all apparatus, bringing up the rear. Win- 
dows and every other available elevated place 
along the line of march were filled with peop!s, 
mainly ladies, who cheered the wet processi: n- 
fists by waving hats and handkerchiefs and «x- 
pressed their pleasure in various other ways. 

he scene, as the head of the column march d 
into the monument grounds, was, despite tle 
drizzle, very inspiring—General Wade Ham p- 
ton and Governor Lee riding in front, side » 
side, as lovingly as when in other days they 
commanded cavalry inthe army of northern 

‘Virginia. The cavalry escort, distinguis! od 
guests in carriages, veterans and military al 
combined to make a brilliant pageant. The 
statue of Fame Crowning Lee at the entrance 
of the grounds was surrounded by about oné 
hundred veteran-inmates of the Con 
federate Soldiers’ Home, and 
the head of the line approached 
they unveiled the statue and fired a salute. 
This statue is a plaster cast of the colossal one 
on an imitation granite base, designed and 
constructed by John A. Elden and W. L 
Sheppard, two of Richmond's best known ar 
ists, and is the decided feature of the many 
designs and decorations to be seen throughout 
the city. The enthusiasm of the veterans o 
Lee Camp home was touehing to witness 
they recognized so many of their old leade 
and comrades in line and greeted them wit 
the old-time tonfederate yell, which, if not 
strong as in former days, Wa8 at least as heart 
and sincere. The grand stand, to which ax 
mission was had only by tickets of invitation 
was soon filled, while many thousands st 
in the mud and rain in as close proximity as 
possible. The Marine band, ef Washington 
layed “Dixie,” “Star Spangled Banner,’ 
‘Yankee Doodle’? and other popular air 
while the veterans, grand lodge of Masons and 
other organizations took the places assigne
